Dawes-Gates Ancestral Lines. Volume II. Gates and Allied 
Families. Compiled by Mary Walton Ferris. Privately 
printed, 1931. 916 + 20 pp. 

Too rarely does the opportunity present itself of reviewing so 
meritorious a genealogical work as this volume which Mrs. Ferris 
compiled for her cousins, the noted Dawes brothers of Chicago. 
It is the product of a decade of labor. 

Intended primarily for the Dawes family, the genealogical 
sketches are thoroughly readable, and no effort has been spared 
to gain and hold the interest of the reader. Full historical 
details are stated to provide a background for the activities of 
the Dawes ancestors. The first volume will treat of the Dawes 
(paternal) ancestral lines; the present volume, which happened 
to be ready for publication in advance of the other, treats of the 
Gates (maternal) lines. The early generations of most of these 
families resided in Massachusetts and Connecticut, 

Each family is accorded full treatment, with brothers and 
sisters set forth in each generation, enabling the reader to 
become acquainted with the entire family group, collaterals as 
well as direct ancestors; and charts are provided with each 
family to show the line by which the Dawes family descends. 
A large number of references follow each chapter, and the 
statements in the chapter are liberally keyed to indicate the 
sources whence they were derived. This method makes the book 
an eminently scholarly piece of work and a real contribution to 
American history as exemplified in the ancestral records of the 
Dawes-Gates family. Not all of the authorities cited are of 
equal standing, but quite evidently it was the compiler’s wish 
to consult all available authorities, to sift the wheat from the 
chaff, and to present in her text unassailable conclusions. A 
study of the references makes it clear that the compiler has 
obtained a great deal of original research on many of the 
families treated, going to contemporary source material when- 
ever she has felt the printed authorities to be inadequate or not 
sufficiently trustworthy. 
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The taste in the choice of paper, type and binding cannot be 
too highly commended. Every mechanical feature has received 
the same careful attention as the subject matter of the book. 
The illustrations are of high quality, and several maps are 
included to aid the reader in visualizing the family migrations. 
For the excellent press work, The Lakeside Press, R. R. 
Donnelley & Sons Company, Chicago, is responsible. 

Three indices are provided, the first being a full index of 
personal names occurring in the text, and the third, of place 
names. The second index is a partial subject index, listing such 
subjects as vessels, witcheraft, military services of ancestors, 
Quakers, ete.; most intriguing is a list of ‘‘unusual incidents 
and phrases,’’ which spurs the reader to seek the text for an 
explanation of the episodes or terms indexed. 

A partial record of eighty-four families is given, covering 
from two to eight generations. Those families of which four or 
more generations appear are: George Gates, Nicholas Ackley, 
John Bartlett, Simon Beaman, Daniel Brainerd, Francis 
Bushnell, Alexander Chalker, Robert Chapman, Robert Coe, 
Francis Cooke, John Doane, Edmond Freeman, George Graves, 
Henry Herick, George Hull, Josiah Cooke, Philip Kirtland, John 
Little, James Pettyjohn, Humphrey Pinney, Edward Shipman, 
and William Woodbury. 

Absolute perfection and accuracy in a genealogical work ot 
this magnitude is an ideal that can never quite be attained. 
Mrs. Ferris has set up perfection as an ideal to be aimed at, and 
she has probably come as near attaining it as is humanly pos- 
sible. Very occasionally, some one of her conclusions may be 
disputed by other genealogists; but this is true of the conelu- 
sions of the most skilled workers in every branch of historical 
or scientific research. The care and sincerity of the compiler 
can never be questioned, and this magnificent volume, should 
she never compile another, assures her of a place in the foremost 
‘ank of American genealogists. 


Old Homes in Stonington with Additional Chapters and Grave- 
yard Inscriptions. By Grace Denison Wheeler. Indexed. 324 
pages. Pub. The Mystie Standard, Mystic, Conn. Price: $10.00. 

The book is attractively but not too substantially bound. It 
is in every respect a readable book, one that can be picked up 
and sampled here and there with never-failing delight. For 
Miss Wheeler gives us here the fruits of a life-time acquaintance 
with old Stonington, its people and its houses. The gossipy 
style, the wealth of anecdote, and the plentiful illustrations, 
will endear the book, not only to residents of the town, but to 
all who have any ancestral connection, however remote, with 
Stonington. 
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Genealogists are hereby notified that the last eighty-seven 
pages of the book are devoted to the inscriptions found in 
Stonington’s fifty graveyards. This alone makes the book worth 
its price to the genealogist. Because of the main title, librarians 
and genealogists may easily overlook the inclusion _of these 
valuable records, which is our reason for directing special 
attention to them. 

The book is so satisfactory as to contents that we cannot 
refrain from wishing that the press work might have been a 
little more adequate. It is also to be regretted that the inscrip- 
tions are not indexed, and that the index to the rest of the 
book is not entirely dependable. (The first two references the 
writer looked up were not on the pages indicated.) Yet these 
are minor defects; Miss Wheeler has generously provided so 
much of value and of interest that we choose to cverlook them. 
No private or public library that specializes in local history or 
genealogy can afford to remain without a copy of this book.

Dayton. The Record of a Family Descent from Ralph Dayton 
and Alice (Goldhatch) Tritton, married June 16, 1617, Ashford, 
County Kent, England: A Genealogical and Biographical 
Account of One Branch of the Dayton Family in America. By 
Edson C. Dayton. Privately printed. 1931. Edition limited to 
150 copies. 96 + xi pages. Indexed. 

This book, substantially bound in cloth, is an important con- 
tribution to the history of the Dayton family. It corrects some 
errors in, and adds somewhat to, previous accounts of the 
English origin. 

A careful study has been made of the direct line of the com- 
piler, which comes through Ralph, Samuel, Abraham, Caleb, 
Josiah, Caleb, Isaac-Noble, and Dr, David-Day, all the descend- 
ants of the last named being brought down to date. Full lists 
of children are given in this direct line. It is interesting to 
note how this branch moved from place to place in successive 
generations. The first settler, Ralph, lived in New Haven, 
Conn., and East Hampton, L. I.; his son Samuel in South- 
ampton and Brookhaven, L. I.; Abraham remained in Brook- 
haven; Caleb lived in Stratford and Newtown, Conn.; Josiah 
lived in Newtown and New Milford, Conn.; Caleb removed from 
New Milford to Arlington, Vt.; and Isaaec-Noble removed from 
Arlington to Henrietta, N. Y. The expansion of the country is 
well exemplified in such a family history as this. 

Many erroneous statements have appeared in print with 
regard to the early generations of the Daytons and their wives. 
The account given in this book is based largely on independent 
research in original sources, and should be consulted by all 
Daytons who take an interest in their ancestry for the light it 
throws on the history of the early generations. D. L. J. 


THE INSTITUTE OF AMERICAN GENEALOGY 


A DiIscLAIMER BY DONALD LINES 


In 1928 I politely declined a proffered membership in the 
Council of the Institute of American Genealogy, at the same 
time expressing sympathy with some of the aims set forth in his 
prospectus, by the founder of the Institute, and subscribing to 
an ordinary membership. Much to my surprise, the statement 
that I was a member of the Council appeared in advertising 
matter of the Institute, and also in the Compendium issued by 
the same house. Believing that an unintentional mistake had 
been made, I politely brought it to the attention of the Director 
of the Institute in a personal letter in which I wrote that I had 
no recollection of accepting the post. Evidently this protest 
was couched in terms too mild and courteous, for it brought no 
comment, and when the Institute began printing the Magazine 
of American Genealogy, my name appeared therein as a member 
of the Council. 

At the end of the volume of the New Haven Genealogical 
Magazine then current, namely in April, 1930, I printed a 
disclaimer of any official connection with the Institute, and also 
in the same issue printed an unfavorable review of the Magazine 
of American Genealogy. <A copy of this issue was mailed to the 
Director of the Institute, and brought the desired result, as my 
name was dropped from the Council membership as printed in 
the Magazine of American Genealogy. 

Recently a correspondent sent me an advertising circular in 
which my name still appears as a member of the Council, 
together with the envelope in which the circular was mailed, 
showing that it was mailed by the Institute from Chicago on 
June 27, 1931, more than a year after my disclaimer was printed. 

Since I have never at any time accepted membership in the 
Council of the Institute of American Genealogy, and have con- 
sistently disclaimed such a connection; and since I consider this 
unauthorized use of my name to be detrimental to my repute as 
a genealogist, the profession by which I earn my living; I am 
printing the present article to express my position in unequivo- 
cal terms. It is possible that the offending circular, though 
mailed so recently, is one of a large edition printed prior to the 
receipt of my former protest; or it may be that my name was 
retained through an oversight when new circulars were printed. 
Whatever the explanation, my only recourse, aside from costly 
and tedious legal action, is to give as much publicity as possible 
to my denial, and to explain my real position in the matter, in 
order to offset the false and misleading impression given by the 
continued unauthorized use of my name. 
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My disrelish for the association of my name with the Institute 
is based on my utter disapproval of the methods employed in 
compiling some of the sections of the Magazine of American 
Genealogy. The standard of accuracy is much inferior to that 
maintained by the better class of genealogists and in the better 
class of genealogical publications. Let it be admitted at once 
that every genealogist and every compiler makes mistakes. 
Nevertheless, the competence of a genealogist, and the repute of 
a genealogical publication, must be measured by the nature and 
the frequency of the errors of which they are guilty, 

The nature and the frequency of errors found in a easual 
examination of the pages of the Magazine of American Gene- 
alogy are such as to render it questionable as an authority. 
Admittedly, it only claims to index material that is to be found 
in print or in the files of the Institute. The material in the 
files was furnished by hundreds, probably thousands, of people 
who were invited to send their records for inclusion in the 
Compendium of American Genealogy. Doubtless some of this 
material is reliable. But much of it was prepared and sent in 
by novices whose inexperience led them into every imaginable 
error. The Compendium itself gives evidence of this. As 
printed in the section of the Magazine called ‘‘ Immigrants to 
America before 1750,’’ there is no way for readers to determine 
the souree of most of the statements, which are therefore value- 
less except as clues. In addition to the uncertainty of the 
sourees, the work of compilation bears every evidence of careless, 
incompetent handling. 

Almost every page of this section is a witness to the truth of 
the above criticism. Two examples will suffice. 

No. 16, page 141. Alling Ball is called ‘‘prob. son of Rev. 
Richard Ball, of London,’’ a theory which has not been accepted 
since his cousin’s will appeared in 1900 in the New England 
Register. Alling is assigned a probable son, Edward of Bran- 
ford, though no evidence has ever been printed for making 
Edward a son of Alling, and the History of the Ball Family 
published by Mr. Andreini in 1916 fails to inelude Edward 
among Alling’s children. The statement is apparently a mere 
irresponsible guess. The compilers failed to utilize the best 
printed authorities, hence their account in the Magazine con- 
tains old theories and guesses which were disproved years ago. 

No. 15, page 137. A cursory examination of the printed 
account of the family of John Baldwin of Milford reveals ten 
errors, some of a minor, some of a vital, character. His first 
four children were actually baptized together on 26 Mar. 1648. 
The baptism of the first child, John, is given correctly in the 
Magazine; that of the second is stated as 20 Mar. 1648; that of 
the third is omitted; while that of the fourth child is stated as 
22 Mar. 1648. The error is of a trifling nature, but the giving 
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of three variants for the same date fairly indieates the 
carelessness with which the material was prepared. 

The daughter Mary was actually born 7 Sept., and baptized 
10 Sept., 1654. The Magazine states that she was baptized 17 
Sept. 1654, and that she ‘‘prob. m. March 20, 1667, Thomas 
Bascom.’’ Since she would only have been 12% years old at 
the time of the alleged marriage, and was not named in her 
father’s will, I venture to doubt the probability, and conclude 
that she presumably died young. Good authorities agree that 
Thomas Bascom’s wife was Mary Newell, daughter of Thomas 
Newell of Farmington; and the settlement of Newell’s estate 
supplies sound evidence to that effect. If Bascom had also a 
Baldwin wife, she should be sought in some other Baldwin 
family. 

Deborah, the wife of George Baldwin, is called daughter of 
Dea. Jonathan Rose, but she was really daughter of John Rose, 
proved by the latter’s will. 

The most amusing mistake in this family relates to the wife 
of Richard, youngest son of John Baldwin. She is called Anne 
———— widow of Mr, Arney. The facts are, that her name was 
Amy Oviatt, and that Mr. Arney is a myth. The origin of this 
error is an excellent illustration of the type of blunder that is 
to be found in the Mazagine. It seems that the inscription on 
her gravestone was printed thus by Nathan G. Pond: ‘‘ Here 
lyes buried ye body of Mrs Arney Baldwin wife to Mr Richard 
Baldwin’’ ete. It should be obvious to the veriest tyro that 
‘*Arney’’ was intended for the lady’s first name, and could by 
no possibility be intended for the name of a former husband. 
In Mr. Pond’s printed additions and corrections, he states that 
she was Mrs. Amey Baldwin, daughter of Thomas Oviatt. It 
may therefore be presumed that ‘‘ Arney’’ was a misreading of 
the stone, unless an error of the stonecutter’s. It would be 
interesting, if not illuminating, to learn by what process of 
ratiocination the compilers reached the conclusion that the lady 
had a former husband, Mr, Arney. 

But enough; there is no need to multiply examples. My 
object has been to give an idea of the nature, frequency, and 
variety of errors which teem in the Magazine of American 
Genealogy, in order to explain why the continued unauthorized 
use of my name as an Official, by the Institute or any of its 
affiliated publications, is damaging to my professional standing. 
I protest, and shall continue to protest. as often as violations of 
my objection to the use of my name are called to my attention. 
I reiterate, I never accepted membership in the Council of the 
Institute; I did pay for ordinary memberhip when the Institute 
was founded, and have since resigned that; I have no connection 
with the Institute or its Magazine, and such use of my name is 
in spite of my written and printed protests.
